TERRIBLE BATTLE OF EYLAU, 
Fesavary 6, 1806. 

Never in the history of war did two ar- 
mies pass a night under more awful and im- 
pressive circumstances than the rival hosts 
who now lay, without tent or covering, on 
the snowy expanse of the field of Eylau. 
The multitude assembled in so narrow a 
space, intent only on mutual destruction, 
the vital interests to the lives and fortunes 
of all which were at stake! The wintry 
wilderness of the scene cheered only by 
the watch-fires, which threw only a partial 
glow on the snow clad heights around; the 
shivering groupes, who in either army lay 
around the blazing fires, chilled by the gir- 
dies of impenetrable ice; the stern resolu- 
tion of the soldiers in one army, and the 
enthusiastic ardor of those in the other; the 
liberty of Europe now brought to the issue 
of one dread combat; the glory of Russia 
and France dependant on the efforts of the 
mightiest armiment that either had yet 
sent forth, all contributed to impress a fee!- 
ing of solemnity, which reached the most 
inconsiderate breast, oppressed the mind 
with a feeling of anxious thought, and kept

dreadful slaughter continued through the 
day, the Russians and the French alter- 
nately repulsing each other, both sides 
fighting with the most desperate intrepidity 
and every charge leaving the ground co- 
vered with carnage. ‘Towards evening, 
the Prussians, under Lestocqg, advanced 
against the division of Friant. ‘he French 
were driven before them. Marshal Davoust 
in vain attempted to withstand the torrent. 
‘Here,’ he cried, ‘is the place where the 
brave should find a glorious death, the 
cowards will perish in the deserts of Sibe- 
ria.” Still the French were driven on with 
the loss of 3000 men, and the whole Rus 
sian line Were pressing on the victory, when 
the rapid night of the north fell and the bat: 
tle was at an end, 

This was the first heavy blow which 
Napoleon had received in European war. 
He had once before been on the point of 
ruin, but it was at Syria and a Britist, officer 
had the honor of making the conqueror of 
Italy recoil. [tis now unquestionable that 
at Eylau he was defeated. At 10 at night 
he gave orders for his artillery and baggage 
to defile to the rear, and the advanced post 
to retreat. He wasonthe pointof being 
disgraced in the eyes of Europe, when he 
was saved that disgrace by the indecision 
of the Russian General. A council of war 
was held by the Russian leaders on horse- 
back, to decide on their future course — 
Count Osterman Tolstoy, the second in 
command, with Generals Knoring and Les- 
tocq, urged strongly that retreat was not 
to be thought of—that Napoleon was beaten 
ina pitched battle—that which ever army 
gained ground would be reputed victor, and 
that the true policy was to throw their 
whole force upon him without delay. But 
Benniogion, unluckily satisfied with his 
triumph, past the vigor of youth anac- 
quaiated with the enormous losses of the 
French army, and exhausted by 36 hours 
on horseback directed the march on Koa 
ingsberg. Such was the terrible battle of 
Eyiau, fought inthe depth of winter amidst 
ice and snow, uoder circumstances of unex- 
ampled horror, the most bloody and obsti- 
nately contested that bad yet occurred 
during the war—and in which, if Napoleon 
did not sustain a positive defeat, he under- 
went a disaster which had well nigh proved 
his ruin. ‘The loss on both sides was im- 
Mense, and never in modern times has a 
field of batile been strewed wiih such a 
multitude of slain.

REMARKS OF MR HAMILTON, 
(OF SOUTH CAROLINA,) 
In Senate, on the Resolutions of the House 
of Representatives respecting the Sub- 
Treasury, May 31, 1838. 


Let me now saya word on the second 
resolution—the most pregnant of all, which 
by a cunning device insinuates an instruction 
to the refractory members of Congress. 
At least it enunciates a fearful admonition. 

The resolution is in these words, ‘ Resolved, 
that in the opinion of this Legislature the 
policy indicated in those resolutions (that is, 
the resolutions approving the Sub. Treasury) 
is essential to the best interes:s of the 
country; and that any publie servant who 
refuses (0 promote the same, persucs a 
course injurious to the wellare and prvs- 
perity of the State.’ 

‘This resolution, sir, is certainly very 
modest and unpretending. The Legislature 
has a clear and incontestible right to express 
its opinion that the Sub- Treasury isa measure 
essential tothe best interests of the country, 
and that all who differ in opinion with them 
are pursuing a course injurious to its welfare 
and prosperity —But are not our members 
of Congress equally entitled tu their opi- 
nion? And if it happens to be precisely the 
converse of this dogma, may they wot solace 
their consciences with the belief, that in 
point of fact, they are pursuing a course 
best calculated to promote the prosperity 
and welfare of the country, when they 
oppose the Sub-Treasury scheme? Is not 
this opinion precisely as broad as it is lung? 
And it is narrowed down at last into sir, 
your opinion, and my opinion, and any 
body’s opinion, and the declaration sinks 
into a neutrality about as absurd as 1 is 
harmless. [| sdmit it contains a threat;

TREMENDOUS EXCITEMENT!! 


ANOTHER AWFUL MURDER—BU- 
RIAL OF MR. BATTS—ATTACK 
UPON THE BLACKS. 

From the moment when it became gene- 
rally known that Mr. John Batts, the Lieu- 
tevant of the Southwark watch, had been 
murdered by a black man, great excitement 
prevailed throughout that district and the 
city. 

On Friday, Mr. Swift, the Mayor of the 
city, issued a proclamation, setting tortl 
that Moore (or as some say, Snowden.) the 
black who murdered Mr _ Batts, was a luna- 
tic, who had two nights previously escaped 
from the Lunatic Apartments of the Alms. 
house. Sheriff Watmough caused a pro- 
clamation to be posted almost throughout 
the county, of the lunacy of Moore, and 
calling upon the good people not to assem- 
ble in mubs, but to aid the proper authori- 
ties in preserving the peace of the city. 
These precautionary steps probably had the 
effect 10 prevent any extensive outbreak, 
which there was certainly great reason to 
fear, from the great excitement that pre- 
vailed 

Saturday night, however, the peace of 
the district was alarmingly disturbed, by 
another shocking murder. We heard the 
alarm, aod repaired immediately to the 
spot. A very large crowd were proceed- 
ing immediately up Seventh street, this side 
of Shippen. An old gentleman, in the ut- 

most agony, was borne along by the throng, 

exclaiming—'They have killed my son—a 
black man has stabbed my son’ Every 
black man that the crowd came in contact 
with was assaulted, who had not time to 
make his escape. Six were badly beaten 

—two of whom so much sv that they were 

conveyed to the hospital—one of them 

having had his head badly cut and frac- 
tured 

In a very short time, another crowd came 
up from the corner of Seventh and Shippen 
streets, bearing Mr. Francis Kearny, the 
man who had been stabbed. ‘T'hey were 
proceeding with him to the hospital.

‘Where 
is my father—my poor old father—what 
will become of my father?’

him to prison. His name is Williams, and 
he resided in a cellar in Small street. 

Ou Sunday great excitement prevailed 
throughout the entire district of South- 
wark. Mr. Batts was buried, followed by 
an immense concourse of people. As even- 
ing approached, the neighborhood of Sixth 
and Shippen, and Seventh anc Shippen, 
was a dense mass, Sheriff Watmough 
rode down, and, on undertaking to push 
his horse into the crowd, he was resisted, 
and an attempt made to dismouot him: 
Mayor Switt hastened to the spot, with a 
hundred or two police-men. Ile called 
upon the assemblage to disperse, and to aid 
him in the support of the peace of the city. 
The State House bell ruog the alarm, 
when, according to previous arrangements, 
the military turned cut, including a mounted 
battalion, and the heavy artillery with their 
small cannon. But it 1s with indiscribable 
feelings of gratification that we are enabled 
to state that the mob around the scene of 
the murder gradually dispersed without 
committing serious violence. The black 
population had been discreetly advised to 


passing entirely through the district of 
Moy amensing, we did not see a single black 
abroad. 

Early in the evening of Sunday a very 
large crowd went to the hospital, aud de- 
manded the body of Mr. Kearny. At first 
it was refused to them, from a fear that the 
excitement would thereby be increased; 
but it was finally given up. They con- 
veyed it to the residence of his sister, 
directly over the shop in front of which he 
was stabbed. We saw his mangled corpse 
there on Sunday evening. His bowels 
were awfully ripped open—his face also 
appeared tu be badly bruised. An im- 
mense concourse of people were in front of 
the premises, desirous of seeing the mur- 
dered man. A proper force at the door, 
admitted aa many Spectators at a time as 
could conveniently get into the room, where 
his relatives were wringing their hands in 
the greatest distress, for the dreadful mur- 
der of Francis. He was a young man, but 
recently out of his time at the butchering 
business, and was, at the time of the mur- 
der, in company with another butcher in 
the market. He belonged to the Fire De- 
partment of Moyamensing, and, we are 
assured, was much esteemed by his asso- 
Clates. 

We have heard it stated that, when the 
black approached Mr. Kearny, in front of 
the store, he demanded of him if he had 
aided the watchmen in the arrest of the 
murderer of old Mr. Batts; but without 
giving him time to reply that he had not 
had anything to do with the arrest, he 
inflicted the dreadful wounds that hurried 
him into eternity. 

Sunday forenoon, a meeting took place 
of the ‘Hope Fire Company,’ (of which 
Kearny was a member,) at which they 
adopted a series of resolutions that reflect 
great credit upon them as cilizens and fire- 
men. In their preamble they say— 

‘‘A member of our company has met his 
death at the hands of an unprovoked assas- 
sin—he was one of us, a comrade and a 
friend, allied to us by all the ties of fellow- 
ship and honor, and for his fate we sym- 
paihise, at least as strongly with bis rela- 
uves and friends, as any other set of men 
in the community; but we feel we owe a 
paramount duty to society, and holding 
such obligation, we have come to the de- 
termination of preserving the peace of the 
district at all hazards—therefore, 

Resolved, That we will hold ourselves 
in readiness to suppress every attempt at

GRECIAN DYE. 


For changing the Color of the Hair, from 
Red or Grey toa Brown or Black. 


Directions for Use—tst. Too great 
care cannot be taken to cleanse the hair trom 
grease, as the dye will not take effect unless it be 
entirely removed. To do which, wash the hair in 
a solution of about a quart: r of an ounce of pearl- 
ash to a quart of water, until ii be perfectly clean; 
and, when it has become perfectly dry, is fitted to 
receive the preparation. 

2d. To prevent the Dye from coloring the skin, 
grease the psrt around the hair which may be liable 
to be touched with it. 

3d. Toapply the Dye, shake it well, so as to 
raise the settling at the bottom; then (having a 
piece of sponge ready, tied tothe end of a small 
stick, about an inch wide,) pass a small comb in at 
the roots of the hair to prevent the skin becoming 
discolored, pour a little into a cup or glass, comb 
the hair in one d rection, dip your sponge into the 
dye, and rub it over the hair until it becomes quite 
wet; let it remain till dry; then comb the hair iu an 
opposite direction; rep: at it till brown, and so on 
till the hair becomes black. The application 
should be made, the.person sitting in the sun, for 
the brighter the »tmosphere, the finer the dye be- 
comes. If applied at night, or in the damp, it will 
not have the desired effect. 

4th. Theday after the application of the dye, 
wash the hair in a solution of salt. (Form itof one 
ounce of salt to one pintof rain water.) This will 
set the color, and give it brilliancy. 

Lastly. ‘Vo avoid soiling the Skin or Linen, 
throw a cloth over the shou'ders, wear gloves to 
protect the hands, and should any of the liquid ac- 
cidentally drop por the skin, wipe it off immedi- 
ately with a wet towel, and be careful not to take 
overmuch of the dye in the sponge at once, It may 
not be amiss to observe, that after the dye is set, 
washing the hair will rather improve than be any 
njury to it.
